The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read  for  the 
third  reading  of  the  Bill,  entituled.  An 
Act  to  repeal  an  aft  made  in  the  lajl  fejjion  of 
parliament , entituled , An  Aft  for  granting 
and  applying  certain  Jlamp  duties,  and  other 
duties  in  the  Britijh  Colonies  and  Plantations 
in  America,  towards  further  defraying  the 
expences  of  defending,  protefting , and  fe- 
curing  the  fame , and  for  amending  fuch  parts 
of  the  feveral  afts  of  parliament  relating  to 
the  Trade  and  Revenues  of  the  faid  Colonies 
and  Plantations , as  direft  the  manner  of  De- 
termining and  Recovering  the  Penalties  and  - 
Forfeitures  therein  mentioned.  Then  the 
faid  Bill  was  read  a third  Time,  and  it 
being  propofed  to  pafs  the  Bill,  the 
fame  was  objected  to.  After  fome  De- 
bate thereupon,  the  Queftion  was  put. 
Whether  the  faid  Bill  ffiall  pafs  ; It  was

FIRST. 

Difjentient , 

BECAUSE  we  think,  that  the  Declara- 
tion Bill  we  pad:  lad  week,  cannot  pof- 
iibly  obviate  the  growing  mifehiefs  in  Ame- 
rica, where  it  may  feem  calculated  only  to 
deceive  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  by  hold- 
ing forth  a delufive  and  nugatory  affirmance 
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of  the  Legiflative  Right  of  this  Kingdom^ 
wlii ] ft  the  enabling  part  of  it  does  no  more 
than  abrogate  thellefolutions  of  the  Houfe 
of  Reprelentatives  in  the  North  American 
Colonies,  which  have  not  in  themfelves  the 
leaft  colour  of  authority;  and  declares,  that 
which  is  apparently  and  certainly  criminal, 

oniv  null  and  void.

Secondly, 

Becaule  the  particular  Objections,  which 
have  been  made  to  the  Stamp  Adt  in  North 
America,  and  which  have  been  adopted  in 
the  courfe  of  the  Debates  upon  this  Bill  for 
repealing  it,  are  in  fadt  contradicted  by  un- 
deniable Evidence  upon  our  Table  ; it  hav- 
ing been  urged,  Firft,  That  all  the  money 
to  be  collected  by  this  Tax  was  to  be  annu-

ally  remitted  hither,  and  that  the  North  A- 
merican.  Colonies  would  thereby  be  drained 
of  all  their  fpecie ; and  Secondly,  That  the 
inftitution  of  Vice  Admiralty  Courts  in  thofe 
Colonies,  for  the  recovery  of  Penalties  upon 
Revenue  Laws  without  Juries,  is  a novel 
practice,  by  means  of  which  his  Majefty’s 
Subjects  in  thole  dominions,  “ would  be  de- 
“ prived  of  one  of  their  mod;  valuable  Li- 
“ berties.  Trials  by  juries,  and  in  this  ref- 
*c  pedl  diftinguilhed  from  their  Fellow  Sub- 
“ iecls  in  Great  Britain  and  would  like-

wile  be  liable  to  the  greated:  inconvenience. 

Vexation 
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Vexation  and  Injuftiee,  through  the  option 
left  to  any  Profecutor  to  call  them  from  one 
end  of  that  extenfive  Continent  to  the  other ; 
and  thro’  the  temptation  to  the  Judge,  to 
condemn  rather  than  to  acquit,  from  his 
being  paid  by  poundage  of  the  condemna- 
tion-money : Whereas,  with  regard  to  the 
firffc  of  thefe  objections,  it  appears  by  the 
minute  of  the  late  Board  of  Treafury  laid 
before  this  Houfe,  and  dated  on  the  9th  day 
of  July  laft,  that  the  fulleft  Directions  had 
been  lent  to  the  feveral  officers  of  the  Reve- 
nue, “ that  in  order  to  obviate  the  inccnve- 
“ nience  of  bringing  into  this  Kingdom  the 
“ money  to  be  raifed  by  the  Stamp  Duties, 
<c  all  the  produce  of  the  American  Duties 
“ ariling  or  to  arife,  by  virtue  of  any  Bri- 
<c  tiffi  Act  of  Parliament,  fhould,  from  time 
“ to  time,  be  paid  to  the  Deputy  Pay-maf- 
“ ter  in  America,  to  defray  the  fubliftence 
“ of  the  troops,  and  any  military  expences 
“ incurred  in  the  colonies.”  : and  with  re- 
gard to  the  fecond  objection,  it  is  manifeft, 
from  fundry  ACts  of  Parliament,  that  a ju- 
rifdiCtion  has  been  affigned  to  the  Judges  of 
thofe  Courts,  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
upon  the  Laws  of  Revenue  and  of  Trade, 
without  Juries  for  near  a century  paft,  from 
the  conlideration  (as  we  apprehend)  that  in 
fome  of  the  colonies  they  are  the  only  Judges 
not  elected  by  the  people  : and  fo  far  it  is 
from  being  true,  that  the  Subjects  in  North 
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America,  by  being  deprived  in  thefe  Cafes 
of  Trials  by  Juries,  were  in  that  refped  dif- 
tinguifhed  from  their  Fellow -fubjeds  in 
Great  Britain  j that,  in  this  very  indance 
of  the  Stamp  Duties,  the  Penalties,  which 
by  the  American  Stamp  Ad  were  made  re- 
coverable without  a Jury  before  a Judge  of 
the  Vice  Admiralty  Court,  are,  by  the  Laws 
now  in  force  for  colleding  the  Stamp  Du- 
ties in  Great  Britain,  recoverable  alfo  without 
a Jury,  before  two  Judices  of  the  Peace, 
with  the  like  Powers  in  both  cafes,  which 
we  earnedly  wifh  were  not  dill  more  necef- 
fary  for  the  colledion  of  the  Public  Reve- 
nue in  America  than  in  Great  Britain  j and 
which  we  fhould  be  mod  delirous,  if  poffi- 
ble,  to  alleviate  in  both  countries : with  this 
view,  and  to  take  away  all  jud  occaiion  for 
difcontent,  we  were  very  glad  to  find  by  the 
Reprefentation  from  the  late  Commiffioners 
of  the  Treafury  to  his  Majedy  in  Council, 
dated  on  the  4th  day  of  July  lad,  that  the 
drided  attention  had  been  given  by  that 
Board  to  prevent  the  inconvenience  and  in- 
judice  above-mentioned,  by  a plan  to  eda- 
blifh  three  different  Courts  of  Vice  Admiral- 
ty at  the  mod  convenient  Places,  with  pro- 
per Didrids  annexed  to  each  3 and  to  give 
the  Judges  fufficient  and  Honorable  Salaries 
in  lieu  of  all  poundage  and  fees  whatfoever  : 
but  we  cannot  obferve,  without  the  highed 
concern  and  furprize,  that  this  reprefentation, 

founded 
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founded  upon  a claufe  inferted  in  the  Stamp 
Adi  for  this  very  purpofe,  and  exprefs.y  cal- 
culated to  relieve  his  Majefty’s  Subjects  in 
North  America  from  many  unneceffary  hard- 
ffiips  and  oppreffions,  to  which  they  are  now 
liable  by  many  other  Laws  ftill  fublifting, 
lhould  be  totally  difregarded  for  feveral 
months,  and  be  differed  to  remain  unexe- 
cuted in  every  part  of  it  even  to  this  day ; 
and  that  no  notice  whatever  lhould  betaken, 
in  any  of  the  difpatches  from  the  prefent 
Adminiftration  to  the  Governors  of  the  Co- 
lonies in  North  America,  of  the  timely  care 
which  had  been  employed  to  obviate  the  ob- 
jedtions  raifed  on  both  thofe  Heads : efpe- 
cially,  as  it  is  notorious,  that  the  meafures 
to  be  purfued,  in  confequence  of  that  Mi- 
nute and  Reprefentation,  had  been  fully 
opened  and  approved  in  Parliament,  at  the 
time  when  the  Stamp  Adi  was  piopofed; 
and  as  the  total  negledt  of  it  has  given  occa- 
lion  to  great  Clamour  and  Diffatisfadlion  in 
the  Colonies,  We  cannot  help  further  ob- 
ferving,  that  as  the  Stamp  Adt  was  not  to 
take  place  till  the  iff  of  November,  it  the 
Parliament  had  been  called  early,  theii  de- 
terminations, either  for  enforcing  or  repeal-, 
ing  that  Law,  would  probably  have  deliver- 
ed the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  here 
from  all  the  difficulties  and  diftrefs  to  which 


they  have  been  for  fo  many  months  expofed  ; 
nor  would  the  diforders  in  America,  where 
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all  government  is  proftrate,  have  rifen  to  fo 
great  a height,  or  taken  fo  deep  a root. 

Thirdly. 

Becaufe,  the  Argument  which  has  been 
ufed  in  favour  of  this  Bill  of  Repeal,  that 
the  experiment  of  the  Stamp  Adi  has  been 
tried,  and  has  failed,  is  extremely  ill  found- 
ed ; as  it  manifeftly  appears  from  the  whole 
tenor  of  the  Papers  laid  before  us,  that  if 
this  experiment  had  been  properly  tried,  with 
the  fame  zeal  for  its  fuccefs  with  which  it 
was  firll  propofed,  it  would  not  have  failed 
in  any  of  the  Colonies  : and  that  this  was 
the  opinion  of  the  greater  part  of  the  Go- 
vernors in  North  America,  and  of  many  of 
the  moll  intelligent  and  refpedlable  perfons 
in  thofe  provinces,  for  forne  time  after  this 
Adi  was  palTed,  is  evident  beyond  a doubt, 
from  the  Letters  of  the  former  now  upon 
our  Table,  and  from  the  latter  having  ap- 
plied for,  and  accepted  the  Office  of  Diftri- 
butor  of  the  Stamps  under  that  Adi,  which 
they  certainly  would  not  have  done,  and 
thereby  have  expofed  their  Lives  and  For- 
tunes to  the  violence  and  outrages  which  they 
have  fince  undergone,  if  they  had  then 
thought  the  fuccefs  of  this  meafure  in  any 
degree  precarious : nor  have  we  heard  of  any 
impradlicability  attending  this  Law  in  Ja- 
maica and  Barbadoes,  and  fome  other  of  the 

Well 
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Weft  India  iilands,  or  in  thofe  of  our  Colo- 
nies in  North  America,  where  it  has  been 
executed. 

Fourthly. 

Becaufe,  a Precedent  of  the  two  Houfes  of 
Parliament  lending  their  Power,  from  mo- 
tives of  Fear  or  Impatience  under  a prefent 
uneafinefs,  to  overturn  in  one  month  a Plan 
of  Meafures,  undertaken  with  their  warm- 
eft  Approbation  and  Concurrence,  after  the 
moft  mature  deliberation  of  two  years  toge- 
ther, for  the  improvement  of  our  Reve- 
nue, and  the  relief  of  our  People,  will  ef- 
fectually difcourage  all  officers  of  the  Crown 
in  America  from  doing  their  duty,  and  ex- 
ecuting the  Laws  of  this  Kingdom  •,  and  is 
enough  to  deter  future  Minifters,  in  any 
circumftances  of  diltrefs  or  danger  to  their 
Country,  from  oppoling  their  fortitude  and 
zeal  for  the  fervice  of  the  Publick,  to  ftrong 
Combinations  of  private  and  particular  In- 
terefts,  to  the  Clamour  of  Multitudes,  or 
the  Malice  of  Fadtion  ; which  muft  necel- 
farily  bring  on  fuch  a Weaknefs  and  Pufila- 
nimity  in  the  Adminiftration  of  Govern- 
ment, as  will  foon  end  in  the  Downfal  ami 
Ruin  of  the  State. 


LASTLY, 
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LASTLY, 

Because,  the  Repeal  of  this  Law  under 
the  prefent  Circumstances,  will,  we  fear,  not 
only  furrender  the  Honour  and  effential  In- 
terests of  the  Kingdom  now  and  for  ever, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  but  will  alfo  deep- 
ly affedt  the  fundamental  Principles  of  our 
Constitution  ; for  if  we  pafs  this  Bill  againil 
our  Opinion,  from  the  Threats  and  Com- 
pulsion publickly  avowed  in  our  Colonies, 
and  enforced  by  the  moSt  unjustifiable  means 
within  Great  Britain,  we  disclaim  that  Legi- 
slative Authority  over  the  fubjedts,  which 
we  own  ourfelves  unable  to  maintain.  If  we 
give  our  Confent  to  it  here,  without  a full 
conviction  that  it  is  right,  merely  becaufe  it 
has  paSTed  the  other  Houfe,  by  declining  to 
do  our  duty  on  the  moft  important  occasion 
which  can  ever  prefent  itfelf,  and  where 
our  interposition,  for  many  obvious  Rea- 
sons, would  be  peculiarly  proper  ; we  in  ef- 
fect annihilate  this  branch  of  the  Legislature, 
and  vote  ourfelves  ufelefs.  Or  if  by  palling 
this  Bill,  we  mean  to  juSHfy  thofe,  who  in 
America,  and  even  in  Great  Britain,  have 
treated  a feries  of  British  Adts  of  Parlia- 
ment as  fo  many  A£ts  of  Tyranny  and  Oppref- 
Jion , which  it  is  fcarcely  criminal  to  reliSt ; or 
thofe  officers  of  the  Crown,  who,  under  the 
eye,  and  with  the  knowledge  of  Govern- 
ment, 
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ment,  have  taken  upon  thentfelves,  whilft 
the  Parliament  was  Sitting,  without  its  Con- 
fent,  to  fufpend  the  Execution  of  the  Stamp 
Adt,  by  admitting  Ships  from  the  Colonies, 
with  unftampt  Clearances,  to  an  Entry,  in 
diredt  Violation  of  it,  which  from  the  Pa- 
pers upon  our  Table  appears  to  have  been 
done;  we  (hall  then  give  our  approbation  to 
an  open' breach  of  the  firft  Article  of  that 
great  Palladium  of  our  Liberties,  the  Bill  of 
Rights ; by  which  it  is  declared,  “ That 
“ the  pretended  power  of  fufpending  of 
“ Laws,  or  the  execution  of  Laws,  by  regal 
“ Authority,  without  confent  of  Parliament, 
“ is  illegal.”  Laftly,  If  we  ground  our 
Proceedings  upon  the  Opinion  of  thole  who 
have  contended  in  this  Houfe,  that  from 
the  Conflitution  of  our  Colonies  they  ought 
never  to  be  taxed,  even  for  their  own  im- 
mediate Defence,  we  fear  that  fuch  a Decla- 
ration, by  which  near  a fifth  part  of  the 
fubjedts  of  Great  Britain,  who  by  the  Adis 
of  Parliament  to  reftrain  the  Prefling  of 
Seamen  in  America,  are  already  exempted 
from  furnilhing  Men  to  our  Navy,  are  to  be 
for  ever  exempted  from  contributing  their 
(hare  towards  their  own  fupport  in 'money 
likewife,  will,  from  the  flagrant  Partiality 
and  Injuftice  of  it,  either  depopulate  this 
Kingdom,  or  (hake  the  bafis  of  Equality, 
and  that  of  Original  Compadf,  upon  which 
every  Society  is  founded  ; and  as  we  believe, 
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that  there  is  no  inftance  of  fuch  a perma- 
nent Exemption  of  fo  large  a body  of  the 
fubjedts  of  any  State  in  any  Hiftory,  an- 
tient  or  modern,  we  are  extremely  appre- 
henfive  of  the  fatal  Confequences  of  this 
unhappy  Meafure  j to  which,  for  thefe  Rea- 
fons,  in  addition  to  thofe  contained  in  the 
Proteft  of  the  nth  of  this  month,  our  Duty 
to  the  King,  and  Juftice  to  our  Country, 
oblige  us  to  enter  this  our  Solemn  DilTent.
